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nuated diſcharge, occaſioned by the venereal 
virus, which irritates their orifices; the urine 
cauſes an intolerable pungent, ſmarting, or burn- 
ing ſenſation. Hence this diſorder is called by 

the French Chaudpiſſe. | 


The cause originates from an acid virus, or 
infectious miaſmata, acquired by impure coition ; 
theſe inſinuate themſelves into the minute mouths 
of the lacunæ, and conſequently increaſe their 


diameter, whence a copious running of thinner 


matter than 4 are iſſue. Cowper's and the 


proſtrate gland ar often affected. 


This diſtemper is by no means a native of 


Europe, but was firſt imported by Chriſtopher 
Columbus to Naples from America, and ſpread 
through that city with prodigious rapidity. 
Somewhat more than a year after * return from 
his firſt voyage, the, French army ſat down 
before Naples in the year 1492. The Neapoli- 
tans being diſtreſſed by a ſcarcity of proviſions, 
thought it neceſſary to diſcharge the moſt uſeleſs. 
perſons from their town, amongſt whom were the 


courtezans, who were received by the beſiegers 


with their uſual politeneſs to that ſex; the horrid 
ravages which this diſorder ſoon after made in 


the camp obliged the French to raiſe the fiege ; 
upon this account it obtained the name of the 
French diſeaſe, and will in all probability ever 


retain it, notwithſtanding the umbrage France 


| has taken at it, and the repeated efforts ſhe has nz 


made to ſhake off the opprobrium. 
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It was then a new diſorder, and certainly was 
never known in Enrope before; for whatever. 
lias been advanced to the contrary might eaſily 
be refuted; the phyficians were puzzled, the 
people were alarmed, for it was ſuppoſed to be 
equally as infectious and fatal as the peſtilence ; 
neither monaſteries nor nunneries were exempt . 
from it, nor even the holy fathers of the con- 
clave; it was to be catched (heaven bleſs us!) 
by being in the ſame room with an infected 


perſon, or walking on the ſame fide of the way 
in the ſtreet—but, however, with due deference 
to the characters of thoſe times, it cannot be 


taken without contact. So deplorable was the 
ſituation of affairs then, that thouſands were de- 


ei ted, and left to rot without the leaſt aſſiſtance. 


TY But it being foreign to my deſign to enter into 


the hiſtory of diſeaſes, I ſhall only-obſerve, that 
there is no diſtemper which is better underſtood 
in this enlightened age, nor any one that is with 
more certainty, or with greater facility, to be 
cured even in all its ſtages, and without that 
nauſeous (though formerly reputed neceſſary) 
procels of ſalivation. | 11 


The d:agnostics, Three or four days (gene- 
rally) after the infection is received, the running 
comes down with a titillating ſenſation; diffi- 
culty in making urine; ſmarting or ſcalding; 
ſometimes the cavernous bodies of the penis are 
puffed up, appear like a ſpunge, and are of an

When the in- 
ſectious matter has crept into the Iymphatics, 
and from thence, is conveyed into the blood, a 
dry pox is the conſequence : though perhaps the 
miaſmata are of a nature quite different from 
_ thoſe which produce a clap: yet if the running 
is ſtopped too ſoon in the latter, the ſymptoms of 
the former will undoubtedly appear, which are 
as follows: buboes in the grom, chancres, 
chryſtallines, a ſwelled teſticle: warts, mariſcæ, 
fici, rhagades, condylomata, blotche*; green 
leedy excreſcences, on the neck, breaſt, or ſhoul- 
ders; ulcers in the head, eyes, noſe, or fauces; | 
mortification, nocturnal pains, tingling in the i 
ears, gummi, nodes, tophs, a raſh, ſcurf, cruſts, | 
ſcabs, caruncles and carnoſites in the urethra, 
total ſuppreſſion of the urine, bloody urine : 
atrophy, or waſting of the fleſh; erratic pains 
in the ſides; difficulty of breathing, eſpecially 
when lying on the back; clavus hyſtericus, 
corona veneris ; ſoftneſs and rottenneſs of the 
bones. This affection of the bones is not un- 
juſtly aſcribed more to the too liberal uſe of 
quickſilver than to the venereal virus: thus it 
may be obſerved that the noſe falls when the 
ſalivation is at its heighth. Many ſymptgms 
mimic venereal complaints, which are entirely 
owing to the lodgments of quickſilver in the 
minuteſt veſſels; ſulphur clogs and chokes this 
active mineral. I have known numbers who

thought that they laboured under a confirmed 


pox (when they were actually freed from the 


venereal venom) who have been not only re. 
lieved but perfectly cured of all their complaints 


by the uſe of an eleckuary compoſed only of 


flowers of ſulphur and honey; doſe the bigneſs - 


of a walnut night and morning. 


The prognostics, If the running is impru- 
dently tied up before the infection is extirpated, 
a confirmed pox is the conſequence, as is often 


the caſe alſo from the uſe and frequent repetition 


of draſtic cathartics; for the natural elaſticity or 


ſpringineſs of the fibres from ſuch an irritation, 
will ſqueeze the infection into the blood. The 


miaſmata will ſometimes float about in the fluids 


for ſeveral weeks, before there is any appearance 
ol thoſe dreadful confequences which will ſooner 
or later in good earneſt take place. It is eafily 


cured in any of its ſtages, by due care and proper 


Wedicines. It is curable with much leſs difficult 


in men than in women, | 


The old method of giving a calomel boJus at 
night and a purge next morning, is juſtly ex- 
ploded, for it tears the conſtitution to pieces, is 
at beſt a precarious and often a fallacious proce- 


dure; by this means many a pox has been manu- 
factured from a very trivial injury. 


Salivation is not neceſſary even in the wo 

caſes, nor is there any one to be cured by it who 
is not much more eaſily cured without it. 
When eruptions. appear, with all the indications 


of a pox, what can be more ridiculouſly abſurd

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than do melt down thoſe ſalts 2660h the blood that 


they may paſs off by the ſalival glands, when 
nature ſo plainly points out the method by which 
they ought to be expelled. The ſolution of 
muriated quickfilver hereafter-mentioned, with 
a proper liniment to open the pores.and increaſe 
their diameter will enable her to throw them off 
by perſpiration, ſalivation is only the effect of an 
alteration made in the fluids, which alteration 1s 
as eaſily made without producing that diſagreeable 
and nauſeous conſequence; nor will it always 
ſucceed, for I have known many who have been 


ſalivated four, yea, five times without ſucceſs, 


yet have found no difficulty in curing the ſame 
perſons afterwards by much milder metheds.
